NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Thé most marvel- 
lous case on record of a man supposed to 
be dead who was brought back to life is 
that of John Schaefer of Brooklyn, who 
was resuscitated after being under water 
#0 minutes. 

Dr. G. D. Barney, the physician who re- 
stored life to Schaefer, declares with the 
utmost positiveness that the young man 
Was actualiy dead—that the machinery ot 
life had utterly ceased to act, and was 
forced into activity again by the persistent 
employment of artificial means.

On his face there was that peculiar look 
which accompanies death. The look is in- 
destribable, but it is as familiar to a phy- 
sician as a jarring note is to a singer. For 
example: I remember that in my student 
days a class of us gathered to witness a 
slight operation. The assistant began to ad- 
minister ether to the-patient. The operating 
surgeon calmly adjusted his instruments 
and explained the nature of his wdrk. 

It took less than a minute. Scalpel tn 
hand the surgeon turned to the table. He 
gave one glance at the patient. 

“Gentlemen, ’ he said, “we will not op- 
erate; the man its dead.”’ 

Death had comé in the twinkling of an 
eye almost. And yet the surgeon's skill and 
some subtle instinet tol4 him instantly that 
the body he looked at was dead. ;

Immediately. 

I make it a point never to give up until 
I’m at the end of my resources. So I began 
to. try -to resuscitate the boy before the 


body fairly struck the beach. I grabbed 
him by the heels and shook the watur out 


head downward for a moment. 7 pul'ed his 
tongue out and wrapped a handkerchief 
around. it. | 

“Now, then,” I said to one:of the by- 
standers *‘ you hold that boy’s tongue out. 
work it back and-forth, and jon't let it 
go for an instant.”’ 

I manipulated the abdomen and wounded 
the chest wall with all my strenzth. To- 
ward the last I began to grow desporate 
and put pretty nearly my entire weignt 
on the chest wall and diaphragm as 1 al- 
ternately press2d and released the hody. 

Then. 1 had the arms brought up trom 
the sides over the chest in an effort to 
induce artificial respiration. I rubbed the 
chest and sides with alcohol and kept up 
this friction constantly. Not for a moinent 
did I relax my eiforts. Sweat. poured off 
me in*streams, and at last. on the point o7 
exhaustion, I was ready to give up. 

I had been working about three .uarters 
of an hour without getting a sign of life. 

Just at that-moment I saw a tiny Lubnle 
at the end of the boy’s nose. I knew then 
that breath must be stirring a trifle. I 
went at it again hammer and tongs. Fif- 
teen minutes afterward the buy cave one

Five Minutes 
Is the Limit. 


About five minutes f usually as long as 
a body can remain under water and be re- 
vived afterward. It depends much upon 
the individual, not as to strength, but as 
to vitality. A weak body may develop won- 
derful powers of resistance, just as a weak 
nation learns to fight hard for its life. 

Resuscitation from drowning is easier, 
perhaps,. than from gas, chloroform or such 
agencies as produce actual poisoning. There 
is a large amount of residual air in the 
lungs. so that this may prevent their fill- 
ing entirely with water. Then it becomes 
a question of how little air the system can 
subsist upon.”’ 

Dr. George. Taylor Stewart, superinten- 
dent of Bellevue Hospital, when inter- 
viewed by the reporter, said: 

‘Forty -minutes under water! I never 
heard anything like it. No, I can't tell 
what death is, and this Schaefer seems to

I 
never lost one of them vet. But they were 
alive, and I knew it al] the while.

SPEAKS SEVERAL LANGUAGES: 


The Sea, He Declares, Is a Good Place 
‘to Study—He Prefers Rowing to Sail-

GREAT NECK, L. I., Aug. 3.—Admiral | 
Schley lives in the big rocking chair on | 
the broad veranda of the Wortley cottage— 
Wortley is his son-in-law—at Great Neck. | 
There are 100 feet of grassy hillside and a 
few yards of pebbly shore.between the 
cottage and the sound. The veranda is 50 
feet above the water. A dozen sturdy lo- 
cust trees furnish shade. The green of 
their restless leaves add the beauty of con- 
trast to the blue water of the little bay in 
The cottage itself is big and airy 
with polished floors, mostly concealed by 
rugs that came from all parts of the world, | 
souvenirs of the ports visited by the sailor- | 
man now at the wheel of. this establish- | 
ment. There are a score of great roomy 
fattan chairs scattered about and cushions 
and hammocks and every other appliance 
for -comfort. ¥ 

It is four miles from the station to Snug 
Harbor, where the admiral is staying— 
four miles of road as smooth as asphalt 
and as shady as a New Haven street.

Schley a Fine 
Bronzed Sailor-Man. tr, 


He was a fine, bronzed sailor man who 
sat there on the veranda studying the time 
tables. His eye was clear and bright and 
he looked in perfect health. 

All in all, he has the appearance of a 
man of 50; more than that of a sallor who 
has been in the navy -since. 1860, and who is 
about to be retired because he will soon 
reach the age limit of 64. Life at Great 
Neck agrees with him and he says him- 
self that he only goes to New York when 
he cannot possibly avoid the trip. 

At that there are some things to keep 
him busy. Living in the house with him 
are his son-in-law, Mr. Wortley, and his 
daughter, and his son, ‘Dr. Winfield Scott 
Schley, just recovering from the atiack of 
illness that brought the admiral post haste 
from I.ondon some time ago, as he was 
completing his last tour of sea duty. 

The family, morning and afterncon, re- 
solves into a band of private secretaries 
for the admiral. He gets. letters from «all 
sorts of people, everywhere in the coun- 
try, by the bushel. - Yesterday morning his 
son, who went for the mail on a bicycle, 
had to hire a carriage to carry the bug- 
gage the postmaster handed out to him. 
There were 300 letters in one mail a day or 
two ago and 76 in another. Each mernber 
of the family opens a portion of the mafi 
and class‘fies it. Then the letters are an- 
swered, if answers are requested. 

Meantime the postmaster has taken a 
bushel basket and marked it “W. 5. 
Schley.”” That is the Wortley Cottage box. 

There are three things one can do at 
Great Neck: Go bathing, fishing and boat- 
ing. Of course there‘are riding and walk- 
ing to be enjoyed, also if one has the no- 
tion: but bathing. fishing and boating are 
the principal recreations. 

Now, classified in the order of their 
merit, the boating comes first, the bathing 
second and the fishing third. 

“Do you fish much?’ the admiral was 


asked. 

“©, yes, I fish some, buf,” he added 
plaintively, ‘“‘What’s the use of fishing 
where there aren’t any fish? I have tried 
that water industriously and conscientious- 
ly, but there's nothing to catch.” 

“Go sailing?” 

“Lord, no, I’ve -~had enough of that. I 
have got a rowboat out there and I prefer 
the propelling power pf white ash agi- 
tated by myself to any other form. It's 
great exercise, too, and keeps me in trim.’”’ 

About 11 o'clock in the morning’ the 
Schleys join their neighbors on the bath- 
ing beach in front of the next cottage. 
There is no surf, of Course. but they splash 
around near a float, ana the admiral and 
his. son, the doctor, take long swims out 
toward Oriental Point. 

That with an occasional drive and with 
chats with visitors is all there is to the 
admiral’s list of occupations. He is rest- 
ing and making a good job of it, 


A Good Talker as 
Well as Good Fighter. 

Schley is a most interesting and well- 
equipped talker. Ever since 1860, when he 
graduated from the naval academy and 
went to sea, taking part in all the engage- 
ments that led up to- the capture of Port 
Hudson and in other fights, he has been 
active in all parts of the world.

HE controversy resulting from the, 
Bi naval engagement, during which Ade 
miral Cervera’s Spanish fléet was de- 
stroyed in Santiago harbor in July, 1898, has 
brought two other mén: besides Admirals 
Sampson and Schley tnto great prominence. 
Edgar Stanton Maclay, in his Naval His- 
tory, made such open charges against 
Schley that the volume containing them 
was ordered withdrawn from the course of 


study at the United States Naval Academy 
at Annapolis. 

Gen. Felix Agnus, owner of the Balt!- 
more American, has been the most per- 
sistent champion of Schley. He has stead- 
fastly combated the attitude of Maclay.

EDGAR S. MACLAY, the Accuser 
of Schiey. 


Edger Stanton Maclay !s the son of a 
clergyman and is about 39 years old. He is 
under the average height, but of sturdy 
build, with broad shoulders and heavy legs. 
He is persistent and stubborn in character, 
and is proud of his Scotch ancestry. 

Maclay’s face is broad below the eyes, 
which makes his head appear small across 
the forehead. This apparent smaliness is 
accentuated by his habit of wearing his hair 
short at the sides and combed up and back. 
His beard is of the Van Dyke order and 
is a dull red brown. 

His face is pitted, and, when he smiles, 
he shows an upper row of small, but regu- 
lar teeth. His speech is slow and appears 
somewhat affected, but is pleasant to lis- 
ten to. 

He possesses a good tenor voice, and is 
fond of music and dancing, but his frugal 
nature keeps him from the continual pur- 
suit of happiness in those directions. 

While at work on the first volume of his 
naval history Maclay was a reporter on the 
New York Tribune, covering the board of 
education. 

Robert 8S. Maclay, a relative, was then 
prominent in educational circles, and was 
at one time president of the board. 

At that time there were nine sons of 
clergymen on the Tribune, and Maclay, 
like all of them, was fond of staying up 
in the mornings after work was done,. but, 
as he had a life work ahead of him, he 
decided he would have to practice economy. 

It took Maclay some time to hit upon a 
plan which would keep him from longing to 
be with his colleagues. 

Finally he hired a piano and had it tn- 
stalled in his apartment in a studio building 
in Fifth avenue. Here, after he had got 
through his work on the paper, he would 
go, and for hours at a time devote himself 
to practice. In the course of a few months 
he had become a fairly proficient performer. 

When he had become tired writing he 
would turn to his piano and play until -he 
became wrapped in the music. On becom- 
ing weary he would hurry to bed. This was 
one of his plans. to save money. 

It was hard work for Maclay to write. 
Words came slowly to him, and it was diffi- 
cult for him to handle a pen or pencil. He 
wrote a smal!, cramped, irregular hand, the 
lines being so close as to make him unpopu- 
lar with copy readers. At thut time he had 
all his data for his volume 

It was while at Cornell that he conceived 
the idea of writing a naval history, having 
come to the conclusion that there was none 
in existence worthy the name. 

When he left the university he had « 
little money, and he went abroad for data. 
There he made use of what knowledge he 
had-of French and German and searched 
the libraries. ' 

One day after Maclay had learned all he 
could he found himself in Germany with 


steamer. How to-live without eating those 
three days was a question, and how to get 
to the stéamér Was anotiier. Somehow he 
got on a boat going down the Rhine, and 
on that boat he found bags of unroasted 
coffee. - 

The bags were of canvas and his knife 
was sharp enough to cut holes in canvas. 
He laid in a:store of green coffee beans, and 
he had not starved to death by the time he 
reached the steamship. Ever after that he 
liked the German cooking and the Germans. 

When on the Tribune Maclay would hurry 
every evening to a little German restaurant 
at Third avenue and Tenth street and fill 
himself with the products of that German 
kitchen at a moderate expenditure. Some- 
times in the summer he would take a glass 
of. imported German beer instead of coffee, 
of which he was extremely fond even 
when cooked. 

Beer he drank in moderate quantities on 
Saturday nights, when he usually went tu 
Williamsburg, bought a ticket for some ball 
given by flower-makers or paper-box mak- 
ers, or shop girls. He would dance to his 
heart’s content and then be very careful for 
the rest of the week. 

Maclay always believed that writing was 
a Jow art. and that no matter how well a 
man could write he could never achieve 
fame unless he really had something to 
say. When he got through writing the first 
volume of his naval history he got Ervin 
Wardman, then copy reader on the Tribune, 
to zo over it for him. 

Wardman was a Harvard man, and was 
considered an authority on English lan- 
guage and literature. Wardman often grew 
tired, but he kept at the work of editing 
the volume, and, when it appeared in print, 
it had smoothness to it. 

Wardman was then a member of Troop 
A, with an excellent record as a marksman. 
He afterward served in Porto Rico on Gen. 
Brooke's staff, and, though his hard work 
made him captain, it was no harder than 
that he had with Maclay’s cramped hand- 
writing. Some tithe before the Spanish war 
Wardman gave up editing Maclay’s his- 
tory. 

In 189% Maclay left the Tribune and began 

writing naval editorials for the New York 
Sun. When he got ready to write the 
second volume of his history he obtained 
an appointment as lighthouse keeper at 
Setauket, L. 1, and got married. He has 
children, 
* Maclay kept plugging along until Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy Allen was sent 
to Porto Rico. Maclay wanted to be his suc- 
cessor. He is now a clerk in the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 

Maclay was one of the three hopefuls on 
the Tribune from 189 to 189%. Harry du 
Souchet was working on a play, and J. 
Parmly Paret was working on a book on 
“Women in Sport.” When Paret was not 
reporting or playing tennis he was thinking 
about his book. ‘ 

The same was true of Du Souchet when 
he was not telegraphing. 

Many a joke was played at the expense 
of these three. “But Du Souchet became fa- 
mous with his “My Friend From India,” 
Paret got his book into print and Maclay 
has come up with a rush because of his 
criticism of Schiey.

Trouble Came 
Through the Mail. 


Mr. Hearn had one peculiarity.

Either he called for it in per- 
fon at the goneral delivery office or sent 
his daughter. Frequently when he was 
busy on his large farm the mail accumu- 
lated at the office for several weeks. This 
peculiarity caused him to miss much anx'- 
ety and was the chief reason why no ef- 
fort was made to decoy the parties who 
threatened the lives of himself and child.

D RANKIN’S TROUBLES 


GOT GOVERNMENT JOB AND 
COULDN’T LOSE IT. 


Ran Off to Manila, Got Arrested, Was 
Shipwrecked, but Will Reach Home 
in Five Days From Frisco, 
Very Hungry. 


@pecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3.—A curio has 
been landed here. He is a New Jerseyman 
who, besides being shipwrecked in the Pa- 
cific and starved on the Island of Guam, 
actually ran away from a government job. 
He is David Rankin of Camden. 

There is not so much wonder at his es- 
cape from death in the Pacific as there is 
that he fled to escape a place in the gov- 
ernment service he had worked hard to ob- 
tain, but was pursued and almost forced 
to return to it. 

The job that Rankin fled to escape was 
that of naval storekeeper at the United 
States naval station on the Island of 
(Juam, which a naval officer once described 
as being ‘halfway between hell and Yoko- 
hama.”’ 

Rankin got the job several months ago. 
He was given a fine sendoff when he left 
Camden. He duly chronicled his arrival 
in letters to his friends, but didn't appear 
to be so enthusiastic over the reality as 
he had been over the imaginary beauties 
of Uncle Sam's litt.e island in the Pacific. 

His second letter expressed a desire to 
return home. Guam, he wrote, wasn't any- 
thing ike it had been represented to be. 

His third letter pleaded that influence 
be employed to get him out of place. He 
said he had tried to resign, but found out 
that under the law he couldn't. 

He could not even obtain a leave of ab- 
sence. AS a matter of course he discov- 
ered that he could not do anything and he 
Wished to be back in Jersey again. 

In one of his letters he explatned that 
he. had been told that he could live in 
Guam for little or no expense. This, he 
said, was true, but he would willing!y give 
@ month's salary for one good Jersey meal. 
He couldn't buy anything. and the stuff 
he got to cat was fit, he declared, only for 
the Guamites. 

Presently news came that Rankin, fail- 
ing to resign or obtain a leave of absence, 
had stowed himself away on the govern- 
ment transport Lawton, bound from Guam 
to Manila. When he arrived at Manila he 
was arrested, and it looked for a time as 
though he would either have to go to jail 
or return to Guam. 

‘Finally, through the intervention of Capt. 
Thad F. Varney, an old friend, who is sta- 
toined in the Philippines as army paymas- 
ter, Rankin was released. : : 

So anxious was he to get back to Jersey 
that he did not wait for a government 
transport, but sailed for home in the iittle 
ship Lennox. Rankin was in the wreck of 
the Lennox when about 200 miles from the 
Golden Gate. He and six other men decid- 
ed to reach California itn a lifeboat. which 
they provisioned .or a month. The boat 
dgifted around in the trackless waste for 
two days,when she was sighted by the gov- 
ernment tugboat Loomis, which had been 
sent out to look for the Lennox. Rankin 
and his companions were landed in safety. 

The first thing that Rankin di@ was to 
telegraph his friends at Camden Ahat he 
would be home in five days an@’ that he 
would be hungry.

TO DEVELOP RUSSIAN MINES. 


Company Formed in New York to 
Work 1100 Miles of Minerals. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Arrangements were 
compieted in this city this week for the 
development on a vist scale by American 
and French capital and engineers of 1100 
square miles of gold, silver, copper and 
plantinum bearing mineral lands in the 
South Ural mountains, in South Russia. 
The tract is on the railroad ieading from 
St. Petersburg to Irkusk, near the latter 
place, and has been reserved as crown min- 
eral iand by the CZar’s government. The 

rties appearing in the transaction were 
-rof. George A. Treadwell, a metallurgist 
living at the Waldorf-Astoria, and friends 
of Paul Annasaff, one of the builders and at 
present an associate manager of the Trans- 
siberian Railway. The Czar himself has 
taken a keen interest in the negotiations, 
as the develcpment of this imperial mineral] 
tract Is expected to have an important bear- 
ing on mining enterprises throughout the 
Russian empire. 

According to Prof. Treadwell, who has 
spent a great portion of his life in mining 
in the western part of the United States, 
the company wi.l pay $800,000 in cash for 
the concession and a tax of 4 per cent on 
all the gold products. He says that it will 
require $25,000,000 to carry out the plans of 
the syndicate.

S IN TROUBLE 


Woman Said to Have In- 
fluenced Decision. 


$10,000,000 MINE 
FOR $100,000 


HER LETTER OFFERED PECUNI- 
ARY ASSISTANCE. 


The Judge Is Committed for Contempt 
in Refusing to Give His Deposition 
and Mrs. Brackett Is Await- 


ing the Outcome. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUTTE, Mont., Aug. <3.—Sensational 
charges were made in the District Court 
here against Judge I’. W. Harney,, who re- 
cently decided the noted Minnie Healey 
mine case in favor of I. A. Heinze, by 
which the latter got the property, valued 
at $10,000,000, upon the payment of about 
$106,000, 

It is charged that Harney was influenced 
in his decision by Mrs. Ada H. Brackett, a 
woman past middle age, who was in the 
employ of Heinze, it is alleged, for the 
purpose of influencing the judge. 

Judge Harney is a man of family. He 
admits, according to affidavits made by a 
number of persons, that his relations with 
Mrs. Bracket were friendly, but he is said 
tu assert that he knew she was employed 
by Heinze for the purpose of endeavoring 
to influence him in the decision, but that 
he would not be and was not influenced 
by her. 

Several letters that passed between the 
judge and Mrs. Bracket while the case 
was on trial have been intercepted and 
copies of them are attached to the applica- 
tion filed in court. 

One reads as follows: 

‘Dearest: Your future concerns me per- 
sonally because I love you and hope to 
live here for some years at least, and if I 
can see you and if vou are successful in 
every way, both financially and In your 
reputation, it means happiness and success 
to me. You say I might say anything to 
you and I am taking you at your word. 

‘In the first. place, dearie, all that is 
asked of you by me or anyone is to be ab- 
solutely impartial and free in your decisions 
and not to get tied up to anybody so that 
you are afraid to be anything but honest. 

‘Now, I don't for one minute think you 
would be willing to accept money for any 
of your decisions. I could not hkKe you so 
much if you wouid and I would not vex 
,uvu OY Suggesting it—put let me te.l you, 
dearie, that if you are in debt and some 
money would make you freer, I will gladly 
let you have what money I have for the 
sake of relieving you from any pressure. 

‘As for your future afier you leave the 
bench, if you will ailow me, I am empow- 
ered to promise you certain th.ngs which 
will assure that most generously. As for 
money I would rather let you have mine, 
both for the sake of your future and my 
own (because your future is mine) than to 
have you hampered for the need of it. This 
offer is made to you with all my heart. 
This is not to influence gou, it is entirely 
for the purpose of preventing you from be- 
ing influenced either way and to let you 
know that nothing need be considered in 
this matter except your own convictions. 

‘‘Dearest, I will never mention this letter 
to you unless you choose to speak of it 
eo me: Fe FF 

“IT have only your good at heart. Let me 
see you or write me a nice, kind, frank 
letter today. Always yours, A. 

“Be careful of this letter, dearie.”’ 

To this letter Judge Harney replied that 
he would be glad to talk further with Mrs. 
Brackett. 

In another letter Mrs. Brackett invited 
the judge to a poker party and says: ‘‘We 
will let you win our money, too,”’ 

It is charged that Judge Harney and Mrs, 
Brackett visited a number of resorts and 
springs together and remained over night 
during the time he was considering the 
Minnie Healey case. An attorney and 
other witnesses make affidavit that durirg 
the trial Judge Harney was almost con- 
tinually intoxicated and he frequently vis- 
Brackett and that 
she took him out driving. 
George B. Dygerty made an affidavit that 
after Judge Harney had decided the M n- 
nie Healey case in favor of Heinze, Mrs. 
Brackett boasted to him that she had 
done it. 

Judge Harney wags  subpenaed several 
days ago to appear before a notary in order 
to have his deposition taken, but he re- 
fused to obey the summons and was or- 
dered committed for contempt. Habeas 
corpus proceedings were issued. Mrs. 
Brackett also refused to testify and I!s 
awaiting the result of the habeas corpus 
matter.

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ATTACKED THE DETECTIVES. 


Crime Society Officers Had a Narrow 
Escape in a New York Pool Room. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The attack upon 

Robert 8S. McLellan, one of the detectives 
employed by the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime, who was assaulted and injured in 
an alleged poolroom in the rear of 7% 
Broadway is attraeting unusual interest 
here because of the prominence of the lo- 
cation of the room and the circumstances 
connected with the assault. The war. on 
poolrooms in this city has been unusually 
bitter for some time and McLellan and 
another detective were in the roum secur- 
ing evidence at the time of the attack.

He would dance to his 
heart's content and then be very careful for 
the rest of the week. 

Maclay always believed that writing was 
a Jow art. and that no matter how well a 
man could write he could never achieve 
fame unless he really had something -to 
say. When he got through writing the first 
volume of his naval history he got Ervin 


to go over it for him. 

Wardman was a Harvard man, and was 
considered an authority on English lan- 
guage and literature. Wardman often grew 
tired, but he kept at the work of editing 
the volume, and, when it appeared in print, 
it had smoothness to it. 

Wardman was then a member of Troop

by Letters and $2000 Has 
Criminals as the Price 


of Their Safety.

MATTOON, IJl., Aug. 3.—United States 
secret service officers, under instructions 
from the postoffice department, are in pos- | 
session of clews which will undoubtedly re- 
sult tn the arrest of the perscns who tried 
to extort $2000 from Richard Hearn by | 
means of threatening letters. 


The threats contained in the letter were | 


against his own life and the areata of his 
daughter. 
Richard Hearn is one of the most sub- 


stantial residents of Mattoon. Through in- 
dustry and frugaity he has become pos- 
sessor of a thousand acres of rich broom- 
corn land in North Okaw Township, north 
of this city. and his wealth ts variously 
estimated from $75,000 to $100,000. 

- His wife died four years ago and Mr. 
Hearn removed to this city and built a 
handsome residence on 
ond street that his only child, Maude, then 
a girl of 9 years, might have all educa- 
tional facilities. The man’s life was 
wrapped up in the welfare of his chi'd, 
and he spared no pains or exvense to fit 
her for a superior station in life. 

The home life of the Hearns was quiet 
and cebeeutel. and not a cloud had 
dimmed their happiness until July 24 last. 


Trouble Came 
Through the Mail. 


Mr. Hearn had one peculfarity. 
allowed the carrier to bring mail to the 
residence. Either he called for it in per- 
fon at the general delivery office or sent 
his daughter. Frequently when he was 
busy on his large farm the mail accumu- 
lated at the office for several weeks. This 
peculiarity caused him to miss much anx'- 
ety and was the chief reason why no ef- 
fort was made to decoy the parties who 
threatened the lives of himself and child.

He was a_personal witness of “Sheridan's 
Ride,’’ the Highteenth Corps, including his 
regiment, being in the thick of it when 
Sheridan came to their relief. 

This ended the fighting in the valley, and 
when Sheridan started with his cavalry tio 
join Grant in front of Richmond, ne was 
instructed to send his best regiment to 
guard the Confederate prisoners at Fort 
Delaware. The One Hundred and: Sixty- 
fifth, with Agnus, now as colonel, received 
that compliment. 

The regiment remained at Fort Delaware 
for three months, and was then ordered to 
Savannah, Ga., where Col. Agnus received 
his brevet as brigadier-general, veing at 
that time but 26 years old and the youngest 
of his rank in the army. 

He was detailed as inspector-guneral, de- 
partment of the South, and was cummis- 
sioned to dismantle the old Confederate 
forts in South Carolina, Georgia and Flor- 
ida, and turn all the property over to the 
government. On Aug. 22, 1865, ne resigned 
his commission. * 

When Charles C. and Edgington Fulton 
of the Baltimore American, who defied 
popular sentiment by vigorously advocating 
the Union cause, went to the wharf in 
July, 1862, they found Lieut. Agnus lying 
prostrate in the cabin of the steamer. 

He was suffering from the effects of a 
shot which had shattered his right shoul- 
der. The wound had been received while 
Lieut. Agnus was leading his company in 
thg final charge of the gallant Fifth Corps 
on the Confederate position at’ Gaines’ 
Mills. 

Mr. Fulton had Lieut. Agnus taken to his 
home, where he was carefully nursed and 
the wound was healed. When the war was 
over and the Heutnenant had became a 
brigadier-general he hastened back to RBal- 
timore and married his gentle nurse, Miss 
Annie E. Fulton, daughter of Charles C. 
Fulton. 

After his retirement from the army Gen. 
Agnus was appointed assistant assessor in 
the {nternal revenue office of Baltimore, but 
soon entered the business department of 
the American, where his remarkable busi- 
ness capacity at once became apparent. 

In 1868 he was appointed consul at Lon- 
donderry, Ireland, and was confirmed by 
the Senate, but resigned the place. 

On July 4, 1869, he assumed the btsiness 
management of the American, and has re- 
mained in control of its affairs ever since. 
Shortly before Mr. Fulton's death, the ven- 
erable proprietor of the’ American, -ecog- 
nizing Gen. Agnus’ fitness for the position, 
and his long and faithful services, executed 
a deed of trust making him the sole man- 
ager of the paper. 

Gen. Agnus has always taken an active 
interest in national politics, and occasion- 
ally goes to Washington to have a chat 
with the President when the incumbent of 
tne chair happens to be a Republican. 

He has received a number of honorary 
presidential appointments and takes kindly 
to such selections as member of the board 
of visitors to the military academy. 

His relations with President Harrison 
were very friendly, and Secretary Blaine 
was moved to say of him: 

“He is a great Frenchman and a great 
American, who came to this country with 
the same zeal that made Lafayette’s com- 
ing an honor to this land.” 

In state and municipal affairs he takes 
an equally lively interest. He was one of 
the most active members of the municipal 
courthouse commission, which has just 
built here probably the most beatiful and 
artistic building of its kind in the country 

As foremanof a _ recent granjury he 
Started a sensation by going deeply into 
the management of the reformatories and 
bringing forth some startling revelations 
the echoes of which are still heard. ; 

Gen. Agnus has also delved into litera- 
ture and the drama. War stories have been 
his particular forte, and he has written a 
number of picturesque stories, generally 
based upon some thrilling incident in his 
own career. as 

His “‘A Woman of the War,” tn collabora- 
tion with Miss Louise Melloy, was produced 
with Miss Virginia Stuart, a southern girl, 
in the leading character. The general, by 
the way, {s very popular with the ex-Con- 
federates, and worked as hard as anybody 
to secure the gift of the old Pikesville ar- 
senal for a Confederate home. 

Farming is the general's delight, and 
horse breeding his fad. His beautiful coun- 
try place, Nacireina, has been wonderfully 
improved and enlarged since he bought it. 

On one occasion he gave a notable enter- 
tainment there in honor of the late Presi- 
dent Frank Thomson of the Pennsylvania 
Raliroad. Secretary Blaine was there and 
Secretary Rusk, the latter riding the lead 
horse of a big hay wagon, which was load- 
ed with guests, riding from the station to 
Nacireina. 

There were probably 50 guests to whom a 
hot course dinner was served on the lawn 
with splendid success.

The promoters are J. M. Gufty, 
who Is interested in the development of the 
Texas oil wells. and other capitalists rep- 
resenting the independent oil operators of 
the Lone Star state. Their scheme is to not 
only bring petroleum here for domestic 
consumption, but to invade the European 
markets In competition with the Standard 
Oi] Co. and other rivals. 

Several weeks ago a contract was signed 
with Neafie & Levy for the construction 
of two oil-carrying steamships of not less 
than 800,000 gallons capacity. The contract 
ealled for fast work on the vessels in 
order to put them in service early in 1902. 

In the meantime® the rapidity which has 
characterized the find'ng of new gushers 
fn the Sabine Pass reg.on has resultedgin 
the accumulation of an enormous quantity 
of oll in the temporary reservoirs whic 
have been built at that port. It has been 
found necessary on account of the Hmited 
capacity of the storage vats to provide 
means for removing the petroleum. The 
company had the choice between charter- 
ing several steamships: or buying an ava.l- 
able vessel, and they chose the latter 
course. 

The ship obtained is the fine freighter M. 
S$. Dollar, the pioneer vessel] of the New 
York Shipbuilding Co., whose extensive 
plant is located at Kaighn’s Point, lower 
Camden, N. J. This shin was origeina!ly 
contracted for as a freighter in the Pacific 
trade by the Hawaiian-American Steam- 
ship Co. With a few alterations she was 
found to be admirably suited for the pur- 
pose of an of) tanker, It was decided to 
purchase the M. 8.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—A number of 
house robbers have been recently committed 
in the nelghborhood of Broad and Christian 
streets, and the police of that section have 
been exercising unusual vigilance in the en- 
leavor to overtake the perpretrators. At 
-he house of James Goodwin, No. 1432 Chris- 
tian street, a few nights ago, the thieves 
packed up about $1000 worth of silver and 
cther valuables, and, after smoking a num- 
ber of Mr. Goodwin's cigars, they went to 
ben, but evidently siept so late that they 
deemed it inadvisable to move the booty 
that night. On the fol.owing night some 


neighbors noticed a number of boys drive 
up and look the house over and then con- 
tinue thelr drive further up the street, 
where they stopped and tied the horse. 
Their actions were so suspicious that some 
of the neighbors summoned the police, and 
the strangers, observing that they were 
watched, jumped into their wagon and 
hastily drove off. Investigation then re- 
vealed the fact that the house had been 
thoroughly ransacked, and the robbers had. 
apparentiy, returned for the plunder they 
had prepared for removal. 

A few da)js later it was discovered that 
that house of David McBurney, at No. i611 
Christian street, had been entered and 
robbed during the absence of the family 
ut Sea Isle City, and a great deal of prop- 
erty removed. The rear of the house had 
been broken open with a jimmy, and the 
tcol with which entrance had been effected 
was found on the fioor of the kitchen. and 
near by was a hat containing the stam, 
of a Baltimore hatter.

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THE MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 

The first meseage of Mayor Wells is an excellent document. 
It is brief, but clear and comprehensive, covering the main 
lines of municipal improvements to which the energies of the 
government and the citizens must be directed. 

The principal theme is the making of New St. Louis in 
preparation for the World’s Fair. The end to’ be attained, 
the goa! to which we must work, is thus pithi'y stated: 

St. Louis, the scene of the celebration, must consti- 
tute in herself the greatest of all the exhibits then to 
be. displayed. She should put*herself in order. 

The improvements needed for this purpose are— 

Good streets and alleys. 

Adequate sewers. 

New and enlarged buildings for public institutions. 

The burying of wires still carried on poles. 

The means urged by the mayor to accomplish these neces- 
sary ends are: 

1. The charter amendments. 
2. Reasonable compensation for special privileges or fran- 
chises involving the use of public property, such as streets, 
alleys or other public places, either on, above or below the 
surface. 
3. Municipal ownership of lighting and garbage plants. 
4. Economy in the municipal administration. 
The mayor might well have added to these suggestions of 
means for the betterment of St. Louts the equalization of 
taxes, by which the taxdodgers may be made to bear a fair 
share of taxes. Although the machinery of general taxation 
is not in the ‘hands of the city’ administration, yet the prin- 
ciple of just taxation should be insisted upon at all points. 
The municipal administration can do much to rectify present 
evils. 
2eferrings to the duty of the municipal government to se- 
cure reasonable compensation for special privileges or fran- 
chises, the mayor strikes the keynote of sound and business: | 
like public policy in this sentence: 

If one citizen should seek from another the right 

to occupy for purposes of profit his private property 

he would scarcely expect to secure consent without 

being required to pay some fair remuneration there- 

for. Of the public property we are mere trustees, and 
should demand and insist upon similar compensation 
for its use, without making the demand so excessive 

as to impede or obstruct public enterprises involving 

such use. 

The mayor has outiined what must be done and how it 
must be done, but that Is only the first step. The doing of it 
is the essential thing. 

Increased reverue for public improvements must wait upon 
the charter amendments and the constitutional amendments 
to be voted upon by the people, but economy, which the 
mayor recommends, rests with the mayor and his associates. 
Has the mayor required of the department heads the elim!- 
nation of every unnecessary expense? Are the payrolls re- 
duced to a basis of efficiency? Has the partisan machine 
been cut off from al] sources of plunder? 

The mayor himself must se¢@ that the policy of economy and 
efficiency is applied to each department.

They Will Put Prices Higher Than 
Elsewhere, in Order to Get the 
Home Product. 


COLUMBIA, §&..C., Aug. 3.—While, ac- 
cording to government reports, the cond! 
tion of cotton in South Carolina is poorer 


than in anyother cotton growing state, the], 


farmers may expect higher prices . than 
anywhere else in the country. A few years 
ago prices here were from 30 to 40 points 
lower than In New York. Last year that 
condition was reversed, and because of 
the increased local demand the difference 
this fall will probable be as much as a half 
cent in favor of the local market. This 


changed condition is due to the eomton 
mills now running in every part of the 
stete. If the crop is as short as indicated, 
these mills will consume three-fourths of 
the production, and to secure their stock 
at home without having to send buyers 
into other states and have long hauls on 
the railroads, will offer the bonus indi- 
cated, 

in the last 12 months South Carolina has 
taken her position next to Massachusetts 
in cotton manufatturing. There is yet a 
big gap between these two leading states, 
but the Palmetto is gaining with phenone- 
na} rapidity. This state has led Rhode 
f<'and in the number of looms operated for 
several years, but it is ag 4 now that the 
textile authorities unite in putting her 
ahead of that state in both looms and 
spindles, The figures for the present time 
give Rhode Island 2,000,138 spindles, and 
South Carolina 2,249,709. _ Rhode Island has 
42,691 looms and South Carolina 638,612.

DECOYED AND 
KILLED THEM 


Oregon Real Estate Man 
Killed His Clients. 


TOOK THEM TO SEE HIS LANDS 


THE MEN NEVER CAME BACK AND 
HE MADE EXCUSES. 


When the Body of His Last Victim 
Was Found Horribly Mutilated — 
He Fled the Country. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 3.—Portland au- 
thorities have been notified by Sheriff 
Stephen Gallier of Coos County to look out 
for M. B. Landis, formerly a real estate 
agent of Coquille City, who is wanted on 
a charge of murder. Circumstance point 
to the conglusion that Landis killed J. E. 
Eudaily under circumstances of peculiar 
atrocity, and that he is also guilty of the 
murder of a timber cruiser named Farley. 

Eudaily went to Coos County from Okla- 
homa last fall and went to work for a far- 
mer. He remained there until May 16th, 
when he was paid off and left for Marsh- 
field, havin some $150 in cash on his per- 
son. - On ap 19 Budaily, Landis and 
another man ‘eft Marshfield to walk to 
Coquille City eighteen miles distant. About 
half way to Coquille, the third mah turned 
off and left the party. This was the last 
Seen of Eudaii> cilve 

Ten days later, on May 29th, Jesse Mc- 
Quigg. a farmer living at Cedar Point, 
near Conhuille City, saw a man burying 
something in the thick brush near his 
house. After the man Fad gone away Mc- 
Quigg made an investigation and discov ered 
the body of Eudaily horribly mutilated. 
The body bore the appearance of wet 
been dead several days. McQuigg notifie 
the coroner of his ghastly find and an ex- 
amination of the vicinity showed that the 
murder had been committed on the rail- 
road track some little distance from where 
the body was found. he indications were 
that the murdered man was struck three 
blows on the head with a club. He was 
ee dragged from the track into a sort of 
gully. 

Here he was shot through the head and 
the jugular vein opened with a knife, as 
the ground in the gully was saturated with 
blood. After rifling the pockets of the dead 
man the murderer had evidently covered 
the body with brush and fern. After sev- 
eral days he had returned, removed the 
body, and buried it at the place where it 
was ‘found. 


Facts Point 
to Landis. 


The coroner's investigation revealed the 

fact that Landis was the last man seen 
with Eudaily and also that Landis had 
been seen going from Coquille City toward 
the spot where the murder was committed 
almost daily since the tragedy; that on 
the day when McQuigg saw a man in the 
act of burying the body Landis was ab- 
sent from Marshfield, and that he returned 
in the evening of that day. 

Despite the strong circumstantial evi- 
dence the coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict of murder by a party or parties un- 
known. Sheriff Gallier was satisfied that 
Landis was the murderer and urged the 
prosecuting attorney to file an informa- 
tion against him, but that officer refused 
to act. The sheriff then set a man to 
shadow Landis and he soon learned that 
he was being watched. The result was that 
he took refuge in flight when the officers 
were off guard. He was traced as far as 
Marshfield and there all trace of him was 
lost. He was familiar with the country and 
on good terms with the Indians, and these 
circumstances doubtless facilitated his 
flicht. ; 

Soon after Wandis disappeared Inuuiry 
was received by Sheriff Gallier for infor- 
mation regarding a timber cruiser named 
Farley who had been last heard from in 
the vicinity of Marshfleld, wrere he was 
locating some claims. Sheriff Gallier im- 
mediately went to work on this case and 
learned that Varley had been seen near 
Randolph, Coos County; that he had con- 
siderable money on his person; that he 
was in the company of Landis, who had 
agreed to help him locate some timber 
claims and that he dropped out of sight 
as, suddenly as though the earth had 
opened and swallowed him. This was only 
a few days prior to the date when Eudaily 
was killed. and Sheriff Gallier is convinced 
that he was geet oe? ‘d for his meney by 
Landis. Sheriff? ‘ttallier has caused. the 
Coos bay country to be searched thcrough- 
ly in all directions in search for Landig, but 
without avail. \ He is convinced that the 
supposed murddérer has succeeded in get- 
ting out of the Country. 


MARSHFIELD, Ore., Aug. 3.—M. -B. 
Landis is believed to have made a practice 
of taking his clients into the timber and 
there murdering them for the money they 
might have about them. How long he may 
have pursued this devilish industry cannot 
be tola. with certainty, but. unexplained or 
imperfectly explained disappearances of 
men last seen in his company have be- 
come numerous. 

His last client in this neighborhood was 
Jesse B. Eudaily. Inquiry developed the 
fact that Landis had made a practice of 
taking men into the woods to locate timber 
claims. They never came back and wher 
Landis returned alone he accounted for it 
his client had caught a

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Though Commandant 
Kritzinger’s shooting of Gen. French's na- 
tive “scouts” arouses a furious protest here, 
the avowal that England has enlisted sav- 
ages to aid in exterminating the Boers has 
given the naticn a pause. This is not only 
a violation of the express pledge given 
by Mr. Balfour at the outset of the war, 
but it is contrary to all civilized usages. 

Still the natives have rendered service 
after their kind to the British forces on the 
Swaziland border. They were employed 
both in the relief of Mafeking from the 
north, and by ‘Gen. Baden-Powell in de- 
fense of that place. ’ 

None know better than the British in 
South Africa that when you put arms into 
the hands of the natives and send them to 
fight, it means that every rule of civilized 
wartare will be abandoned; that no quarter 
will be given; that the wounded will be 
murdered, and that other and nameless hor- 
rors wil! be perpetrated. 

Gen. French himself sent’ Zulus to har- 
ass the Boers in northeastern Transvaal 
by raiding thelr cattle. He was shifted 
from that command in consequence of it, 
owing to the protest from the Natal gov- 
ernment. 

30th sides have used natives with their 
transport trains, but Gen. French has been 
the first to acknowledge that he employed 
them as scouts. 

The Boers think they have enough to face 
in England's 250,000. men witout being 
placed at the mercy of hordes of black 
barbarians.

Zakovenko claims that this vessel will go

rapidity. 

Zakovenko is the man who found a Rus- 
sian ship at-the bottom of the sea contain- 
ingg vast treasures.

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Many St. Louisans Have Cottages There and the Names of 


Others Are Interwoven With the History 
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MACKINAO ISLAND, July 3.

T. LOUISANS are numerous among 
the summer tourists who seek this 
tiny little island at the confluence of 

Lakes Michigan and Huron, rich in histori- 
cal associations, magnificent in the rugged 
grandeur of its natura) scenery and quaint- 
ly interesting in its wierd Indian legendary 
lore. 

Where 100 years ago savage tribes har- 
assed the white settlers and Americans and 
Britishers battled for possession of the old 
fort, In these Julys ana Augusts of the 
new century battalions of pleasure seekers 
multiply the population and Struggle with 
one another for possession of the 
cottages and apartments and 
breeze-inviting conveniences. 

The Indians and the fort are the links 
that bind Mackinac, the modern summer re- 
sort, to Michilimackinac (the fu) 
mame of the island) of a century ago, 
where Father Marquette preached and 
where the great American Fur Co. had its 
headquarters. 

The Indians no longer appear In blankets 
and head feathers. They are represented 
n the shops of the islands by a profusion 
¢ souvenirs. Everyone who visits Macki- 

w buys Indian souvenirs—some of which 

ay really have been made by Indians, 

: “& ‘ 
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But the old fort of a century ago Ts still 
standing. It has a garrison no longer. Five 
years ago or more it was abolished as one 
of Uncle Sam’s regular posts. But it has 
tenants, nevertheless. The spacious build- 
ings that were formerly the officers’ quar- 
ters have been converted into two summer 
homes. One of them is leased by James 
L. Blair of St. Louis. 


It is only three miles across Mackinac 
from east to west and two miles from 
north to south. The island has a crescent- 
Shaped harbor on the side nearest the 
mainiand and the little village on the beach 
shares the same outline. Towering, Gibral- 
tar-like, just back of the village, is the 
lofty cliff on which the old fort {is pbullt. 
It is kept in spick and span shape by a 
Michigan state commission and its white- 
washed fences, its antique blockhouses and 
its tall flagstaff arrest the attention of the 
traveler far out at sea. 

But after landing on 
the tourist finds many 
besides the old fort. There is a driveway 
around the island near the water's edge. 
On this drive there are pointed out to the 
tourists the island's famous fantastic rock 
formations and while being pointed out 
the Indian legends connected with the nat- 
ural phenomena are usually recited. On 
this trip one ls shown “Arch Rock,” ‘‘Dev- 
ii's Kitchen,” “Sugar Loaf Rock,” “‘Robin- 
son's Folly,"" “‘Lover’s Leap” and “Pon- 
tlac’s Lookor t.”’ 

The Pontiac referred to is none other than 
the same Indijn ‘chief to mark whose bu- 
rial plate a bronze tablet was placed a few 


Mackinac’s shores 
things of interest 
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years ago tn the Southern Hotel at St. 
Louls. While he is not known positively to 
have ever visited Mackinac, he is credited 
with organizing a partly successful con- 
spiracy to overthrow all the English posts 
inthe West a century and a half ago. The 
massacre of an English garrison by Indians 
who invited the soldiers to witness a 
ball game is part of the history of this 
section. 

Rev. Meade C. Williams, a noted Presby- 
terian minister, is one of those who has 
deeply studied the history and traditions of 
the island He is a St. Loulsan, his home 
being at 3945 Delmar boulevard, but for 
over a dozen years past he has spent his 
summers at Mackinac. He has a cottage 
the same hill that is crowned by the 
military reservation, but outside the bar- 
racks grounds. Dr. Willlams is the author 
of a history of the island. There is an- 
other author in the Willlams family, Jesse 
Lynch Williams, Dr. Willlams’ son, who 
is now a guest at his father’s summer 
home. 

The Blair and Williams cottages are the 
only St. Louis cottages on the heights of 
Mackinac. There is another pretty 8t. 
Louis cottage on the Island, however. It 
is the summer home of Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
A. Nagel of 65899 Cabanne place. This 
cottage is bullt on the water's edge. That 
is, the lake is hardly 100 feet from the front 
door. It is near what is known as ‘the 
point,”’ at one end of the harbar. With Mr. 
and Mrs. Nagel are their daughter, Miss 
Marie Edna Nagel, and her friends, Miss 
Lilien Rooch of 197 Bremen avenue and 
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OF JAMES L:-BLAIP INSIDE THE 
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Miss Josephine Miller of 5727 Von Versen 
avenue. These yvoung women are kodak en- 
thusiasts and they spend many happy mo- 
ments “‘snapping’’ their instruments in va- 
rious parts of the pretty little island. 

But many St. Louisans tarry at Mackinac 
who do not own cottages there. Some stop 
over ‘“‘between boats.'’ That is, they come 
up from Chicago on the Manitou, for In- 
Stance, and remain at Mackinac until she 
returns on her next trip. Others drop off 
en route via the lakes to Buffalo: 


Others again spend their summers or por- 
tions thereof at the hotels. At the Grand, 
for instance, there are some St. Loulsans 
now. Mrs. August Gehner and Miss Gehner 
are there. At another resort the Misses 
Holthaus of St. Louls are quartered, 


There is a fine grove about the Grand 
Hotel, where it is always delightfully cool 
and where there are tennis courts that are 
liberally patronized. At the Grand there 
are three clerks from the Planters’ Hotel 
in St. Louis, Messrs. Walker, Selby and 
Walsh, who ald Manager Weaver in caring 
for his guests. 


The St. Loulsans at Mackinac do not lack 
for interesting occupations. In addition to 
the drive about the water's edge, there is a 
trip about the island by steamboat or jour- 
neys by steamboat to Sault Ste. Marie, the 
Snow Islands or half a dozen other inter- 
esting places. By crossing the straits to 
the mainiaid—an hour's ride—one may g0 
by train in an another hour to Petoskey. 

The St. Louis visitor today who tar- 
ries at Mackinac and drinks In its health- 
ful, refreshing breezes these ones. days 
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seldom fails to grow eloquent about the Is- 
land's carms. Dr. John R. Bailey, who 
was a surgeon in the Urion army, has been 
going into raptures over the beauties of 
Mackinac for over a quarter of a century 
and he isn't tired yet. Dr. Balley, by the 
way, was stationed In St. Louls Curing the 
war and had charge of a post hospital on 
the sits of the old House of Refuge. Like 
Rev. Dr. Williams, Dr. Bailey has written a 
history of Mackinac. 

Another doctor links the names of 8t. 
Louls and Mackinac, He Is the late noted 
Dr. William Beaumont. St. Louts has 
named a street and hospital after him, but 
in Mackinac his fame ts greater than in the 
city where he died. Mackinac people think 
he was one of the greatest medical men 
that ever lived. There is a tablet to his 
memory inside Fort Mackinac, where he 
was once post surgeon. 


Over tne fort grounds where summer vis- 
ftors now wander curicusly through and 
where summer girls and summer beaux 
(shirtwalst men are scarce in this country) 
linger and spoon and count the stars, three 
flags have floated. Originally In control of 
the French, the island passed from them 
to the British and then to the Americans. 

The Indians managed to get into the fight 
ing game about the times that the flags 
were changed. But the red men are not 
nearly so interesting by reason of their 
fighting as their legends. For the size of 
the island the extent of this folk lore is 
surprising. Arch Rock, to the Indian mind, 
was the gateway through which their Man- 
itou, thelr great spirit of the lakes, en-

tered the island. Nature was certainly ca- 
pricious in its construction of this rock. 
It stands 140 feet above the water's edge, 
apparently in air. Tales are associated 
with all these curiosities in stone, but par- 
ticularly with a precipitous cliff known as 
“Robinson's Folly,” on the east end of the 
island, 127 feet high. The stories connected 
with this rock are both romantic and trag- 
ical. The most thrilling of the lot is given 
by Dr. Williams in his book, {t being un- 
derstood that Robinson was an English of- 
ficer or in some way connected with the 
garrison when the British were in power 
there. 


He recites the narrative as it comes from 
tourists’ note books tn this fashion: 

“Robinson had married an amiable and 
attractive Indian girl, Wintemoyeh, the 
youngest daughter of Peezhicki, a great 
war chief of the Chippewas, and had 
brought her to his home at the fort. This 
aroused the deadly hatred of Peezhicki, 
who had reserved the girl for one of the 
warriors of his tribe. Robinson celebrated 
his marriage by giving a banquet feast in 
his bower on the cliff. The bride was pres- 
ent, and a company of guests. The father 
] ned of the feast and concealed himself 
in the cedar bushes to shovt the man who 
had taken his daughter. A faithful ser- 
geant (the story even gives his name, Mac- 
Whorter) was present and saw the Indian 
level his gun. He sprang up to protect the 
captain and himself received the shot and 
fell dead. Robinson then grappled with the 
fierce chief, and in the struggle the two 


men came dangerously near te brow,

Indian, with his tomahawk raised, teok 6 
step or two backward to get better polse 
for his blow. This brought him to the very 
edge. A piece of stone gave way aed he 
fell, but saved himself by catching af the 
projecting root of a tree. The girl, sow 
seeing her husband safe and only her fath- 
er in danger, sprang forward to his help.

Then seizing her around the 
waist he dashed off from the cliff and Both 
perished together."’

ING EDWARD VII has. now been 
K six months on the throne of Eng- 
lond. He its the canstitutional 

ruler of the greatest ermpire the world has 


ever seen. Limited as his activities are po- 


tically, he has now placed at his com- 
mand an unrivaled power for doing good in 
a thousand directions. 

Whai use has he made of this tremen- 
dous opportunity? What promise is held 
out by the record of the first six months of 
his kingship, of the place he will fill in 
history? He is a man of mature years; 
his energies are in their prime; if he had 
any distinctive ideas of the duty of a ruler 
be must have been eager to put them into 
instant operation. 

The question is easily answered. English 
society already has a new name for King 
Baward. 

They call him Monsieur Etiquette! 

Tt is not an original name, and 4s remin- 
imcent of the prelude to stormier timés than 
any that Edward VII seems fated to en- 
counter. But it hits off with sufficient 
sharpness of definition the salient feature 
ef bis character as it has been displayed 


Queen Victoria had been charged $600 for 
a couple of tron bedsteads worth about $40. 
It can readily be imagined what a margin 
for saving has been found tn establishments 
managed on that system. 

King Edward has a profound reverence 
for money, and all that {ft can command, 
The fascination exercised over him by mil- 
lionaires is of course notorious. 

At present Sir Thomas Lipton ts the fav- 
orite, because he has the most up-to-date 
notion of the value, in sterling, of royal 
patronage. 

Sir Ernest Cassel, who paid off the King’s 
debts about two years ago and funded 
them under the scheme by which they will 
be discharged on easy terms. ts also tn 
favor, but he is not so thoughtful of the 
royal requirements as Sir Thomas. | 

That royal patronage comes in return for 
something more substantial is quite frank- 
ly recognized by those about the King. One 
of them, on being asked a couple of years 
ago why the Prince of Wales did not take 
up William Waldorf Astor, replied with the 
significant query, “Why should he—what 
has Astor ever done for him?” ‘ 

The fact was that Mr. Astor had done 
nothing. By all accounts he has recently 
repaired that omission, and he shortly ex- 
pects to luxuriate In the radiance of the 
roval countenance. 

Like all spoiled men, King Edward is

King Edward !s the bond slave of eti- 
qnetie: he worships formularies as a fet- 


ish: to him ceremonial is sacrosanct; with 
him precedent is the primordial law. 

A raler with a high conception of duty 
right find other outlets for his beneficent 
energies, without trenching on the forbid- 
den ground of politics. He might devote 
hiznseif to the patronage of art, or science, 
er to the promotion of philanthropic work. 

Bet to King Edward these are matters 
ef mimor moment. They may be pursued, 
indeed, but only as digressions from the be- 
all and end-all) of royal existence—the at- 
talnmment of a flawless observance of court 
ritual and regulations. 4 

This is King Edward's idea of asserting 
bis authority. He is the court, and he In- 
temds thai the court shall rule English so- 
ciety absolviely. 

His determination In this respect dis- 
plays itself in the smallest, indeed the 
pettiest fashion. Take a typical instance: 

About a fortnight before the mitigation 
ef court mourning was decreed in the Lon- 
don Gazette, the King unexpectedly came 
to a tea at the house of a leader of the 
smart set. In the room thére happened to 
be, armong others, the Countess of Lathom— 
a very beautiful and charming lady, well 
known to the King. He had stayed at 
her father’s house more than once. She 
was dressed in pearl gray; When she rose 


and courtseyed the King scarcely respond-- 


ed, but fixed a severely reproving eye on 
her costume. The next day this lady had a 
letter from Lord Chamberlain, express- 
ing the King’s surprise and regret at seeing 
that she had dispensed with the requlre- 
ments of court mourning before the pre- 
scribed date. 

He regards himself as the father of s80- 
cjety with a capital “S,’’ and does not hes- 
itate to interfere In the most peremptory 
manner in the affairs of his children. While 
the court mourning was on he created a 
white terror among hostesses who ventured 
to transgress his conception of propriety 
by having dancing. He actually ordered 
the invitations in one case to be canceled 
—and they were canceled. He is an au- 
tccrat In these maters, and an autocrat 
with a percullarly retentive memory. 

His knowledge of the requirements of 
court procedure, down to the minutest 
point, is unique. . Particular officials are 
acquainted with their particular branches 
of this complicated and meaningiess sys- 
tem. King Edward knows all branches. 

Immediately on leaving the death-cham- 
ber of his mother he astonished the court 
by suddenly devoting himself to assigning 
to each official his particular duty under 
the mournful circumstances. 

There is little time for sorrowing among 
royalties on such occasions—but King Ed- 
ward seemed only to be concerned lest 
there should be some departure from the 
procedure prescribed by precedent on the 
Geath of the sovereign. 

His attitude to Queen Alexandra is dic- 
tated by the stipreme impvortance he at- 
teaches to himself as head of the state. 

When people got used to the change they 
maturally began to spéak of her Majesty 
as “the Queen.” This affronted the sus- 
ceptibilities of her spouse. He took occa- 
sion to let it be known that she was not | 


“the Queen” in the sense that his mother |

was. She was only a “Queen consort,’ 
her proper style was 
By calling her “the Queen” she was placed | 
on an equality with himself. 

Queen Alexandra, in this subsidiary con- 
dition of being, is an appanage of the 
King, the same as his crown or his scepter 
Bhe would dearly love to live in retire- 
ment, and leave him all the glory and 
magnificence of the throne, but he wishes 
that she shail take her place as the first of 
the planets that revolve round the royal 
sun. 

It is said that a terrible hitch was at 
one time imminent in connection with the 
ceremonial of the opening of Parliament. 
It was part of the function that Queen 
Viexandra should kneel and kiss the hand 
of her royal husband. When this was ex- 
plained. to the Queen she evinced the 
strongest repugnance. 

If, as some assert, 
changed a word, except for formal pur- 
poses, in 15 years, this would be intelligle 
enough. At one time, indeed, it was in 
doubt whether Queen Alexandra would 
take any part in the ceremonial at all.

Its flo- 
rid style and unctuous reverence for royal- 
ty recommend the Telegraph, while in the 
Westminster he finds the aspirations of 
Liberalism set out in their most innocuous 
form. 

Like his ingenuous ancestor, George II, 
he ‘‘don’t care for boetry nor bain'ing neith- 
er.”’ He once indeed committed himself tev 
the assertion that his favorite hymn was

King Edwami has an undoubted capacity 
for business, and where etiquette does not 
interfere, he proposes to run the kingship 
on. business lines. His. estate at Sandring- 
ham has. been,one of the best managed !n 
Engiand. Every department of it has paid 
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its way. The flowers, the fruit, the vege- 
tables, were all highly cultivated, and all 
gave substantial return on the outlay. The 
Prince's hackney stud showed a handscme 
profit, while Sandringham is undoubtedly 
the finest sporting estate in England. Even 
the pheasants, which cost most landlords 
a guinea to rear, paid for themselves at 

Sandringham. 

Under the late Queen, expenses at Wind- 
sor, Osborne and Balmoral, to say nothing 
of Buckingham palace, had, mounted up 
steadily, while the return for the outlay 
as steadily diminished. The Queen’s ¢x- 
penditures during the last eight years, the 
chancellor of the exchequer stated when

known to rise 20 feet in a single night. 

The canal is partly in the bed of this 
river. It is obvious that any such fluctua- 
tion In the canal in any portion of its 
length would prove exceedingly tnconven- 
fent, if not actually dangerous, to shipping. 

At the same time the Chagres {fs the only 
source from which water can be drawn to 
fill the locks of the canal that are above 
sea level. 

It is, therefore, evident that a method 
had to be devised by which the flood crest 
could be intercepted, and the volume of wa- 
ter admitted to the canal kept under con- 
stant control. This will be done by creating 
two reservoirs or lakes, one across the val- 
ley of the Chagres at Bonio and the other 
at Alajuela. 

Lake Bohio will contain the excess wa- 
ters of the Chagres, but Lake Alajuela will 
not only serve a similar purpose for the up- 
per Chagres, but will also hold the waters 
for the summit lock and by artificial means 
automatically keep it at the necessary 
depth. 

These lakes are vast enough to hold any 
ordinary flood, but in case of their being 
flooded the waters can be carried off by 
other channels than the canal. 

It is singular that this canal fs not beligs 
constructed under treaty between the little 
South American republic and France, but 
under one between the United States of Co- 
lombia and the United States of America. 

The treaty is dated 154. The United 
States of America guarantees In return for 
the same privileges for her vessels in the 
ports of the isthmus as those allowed the 
vessels of Colombia to preserve the neu- 
trality of the isthmus.

He has no fund of general Information, 
and his conversatiOn as a rule is confined 
to whatever fad engages him at the mo- 
ment. Politics, of course, gre tabu, he 
does not care about literature, and his in- 
terest In persons is confined to royalties 
atout whom he delights to hear. 

Of course he is susceptible to flattery, 
and flattery of a crude, indeed a obur- 
lesque kind. The other day when playing 
bridge, Lord Marcus Beresford thought- 
lessly made a mistake.

The King has always been, to some ¢z- 
tent, susceptible to female beauty, but it 
must be said that the women who have 
been distinguished by the royal admiration 
have been women of brains. The Countess 
of Warwick its one of the cleverest and 
most accomplished of her sex. Like all 
those, men and women, who have been on 
really friendly terms with the King, she

Lipton, are all men of magnetic manner. 

Mrs. George Keppel is not only very ele- 
gant and beautiful, but she is distinctly 
clever, particularly ready with her tongue, 

and has a happy gift of concise and some-

Then she has a most fascinating trick of 
looking at one out of half-closed eyes while 
she is indulging {n some humorous fancy.

HIS is the story of what the drouth 


of the finest or- 
and the biggest 


has done to two 
chards in Missouri 
farm in southern lllinois. 

I have been over 3000 acres of the richest 
land in two great states, and I have seen 
it burned to brick. I have seen the brick in 
turn crumble. 

Where record-breaking crops grew last 
year are great stretches of worthless acres 
which will not pay for the seed which was 
put into them. Soil that was black and 
loamy and filled with natural moisture has 
been changed to red gravel. 

I thrust my arm to the elbow In Missouri 
corn land. There was no more resistance 
than there would be in a barrel of flour. 

In April of the present year that same 
land was plowed. It was black and moist 
Qnd adhesive. It stuck to the plowshare so 
dlosely that extra labor was required to 
turn it. 

I saw apple trees topple and fall because 
fhe earth was too dry to support them in 
Rn upright position.. 

I saw the leaf of a cornstalk change in 
half an hour from a broad green healthy 
Mag to a curled, yellow, shriveled, shapeless 
thing. I saw chickens dying in the farm- 
‘yards and hogs feasting in the orchards. 

All this on land so wonderfully rich that 
it is a proverb in a district famous for its 
fertility. 

The orchard where trees are dying hy 
the hundred yielded a clear profit of $5000 
in 1899. The farm produces an annual in- 
@ome of $15,000. This year neitrer the 
@rchard nor the farm will pay expenses. 
The work of many months has gone for 
naught. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch wanted to 
give its readers a clear idea of the dam- 
age done by the drouth. [t believed that 
the best way to do would be to pick out 
a typical farm in a rich grain and fruit 
region and show its exact condition 

I consulted many experts and all of 
them agreed that there coild be no better 
field for investigation than Wilkinson's 
farm. 

The property belongs to Judce W. Q. 
Wikinson, president of the State Board of 
Agriculture of Missouri. 

The orchard is in Perry County, 
100 miles south of St. Louis on the west 
berk of the Mississippi. The farm was 
in Missouri too until the river stole it and 
put it over in Illinois. 

Approaching landing 76 on the steamer 
Chester-in the early morning I believed I 
had made a serious mistake in picking out 
this place as the basis of the drouth. To 
the right, seeming to rise sheer from the 
water's edge and extending for three miles 
was a ridge 600 feet high. 

This ridge was covered with the most 

‘xuriant growth of vegetation I had ever 


Mo., 


seen. The leaves of the trees, the vines, 


the mosses and the tangle of undergrowth 
were of that dark, rich, glistening green 
that tells of buoyant plant life. Surely 
there could be no desolation here. 

Over on @he other side stretching away 
for a mile to the foothills of the Illinois 
bluffs were rows of waving corn. Seen 
through the river mist it was fair to look 
upon. I had come-to’find death and de- 
struction and had landed in paradise. 

I was armed with a letter from Judge 
Wilkinson addressed to George S. Hatch 
whose orchard adjoins that of the judge. 
On the way up the steep hill to Mn 
Hatch’s house I still thought my trip 
would be without result. 

Mr. Hatch smiled pityingly when I re- 
marked that things were looking fine 
around his place. 

“Walit’’ was all he said. 

Looking from the porch of the pretty 
farm house down through the chicken 
yard I could see big red peaches swaying 
on heavily weighted boughs. It was a 
final glimpse of Eden, for all through the 
remainder of a long, hot day I saw noth- 
ing like those peaches. Mr. Hatch ex- 
plained that they were early fruit, That 
is what they will tell you all over this 
great property. When you seé anything 
flourishing it is an early product. The 
farmers ar.d the orchardists thought in the 
early spring that all records were going to 
be broken. All conditions were favorabie. 
Early growth was rapid and the future 
was full of promise. 

On April first there was no fairer pic- 
ture in all Missouri than this great 
orchard. On 1400 acres of rolling land 
27,000 fruit trees were clothed in green. 
There were 12,000 apple frees, 10,000 peach 
trees and 5000 pear trees. Men had been 
busy in the orchard every day for two 
months shaping the trees and _ keeping 
them free from insects. They were in 
prime condition. 

Judge Wilkinson based his hopes of an 
apple crop on his old trees which were 
together on and 18-acre tract. Besides, he 
expected many of the younger trées to 
come ‘into bearing. Two years ago the 
apple trees on these 18 acres produted an 
average of three barrels each. On each 
acre of the 18 there were 65 trees. .The 
average price received by Judge. Wilkinson 
for his apples was $2. There were 2410 
barrels sent to market ana the receipts 
from apples ajone amounted to $6820. 
There are 20 acres of matured peach trees, 
which in good years have produced. an 
income of $4000. Ten acres of: pear trees 
were expected to yield ‘sufficient product 
to bring in $1000. - 

The last rain fell in‘this region during 
the first week in April. 

On Mr, Hatch’s land, which adjoins that

of Judge Wilkinson, 500 acres are planted 
in fruit trees. The average receip from 
peaches, apples and pears is 2500. f ti 
8000 trees 1300 should be bearing. 

The orchards lie along a ridge immedi- 
ately west of the verdure-clad hill which I 
saw from the river. Imagine a stretch of 
country where there is grass on every hand 
but not a blade of green grass. The color 
seheme is red. The undergrowth is red. 
The meadows are red. The very earth 
is red on the hillsides. 

“Come with me and I will show you 
some of our hay,’ said Mr. Hatch as we 
walked. through his orchard. 

“I thought there would be no hay made 
this year,’’ I said. 

‘“‘We will not make any,”’ he replied, ‘‘the 
sun has already made it.” 

We came upon a place that should in 
ordinary. times have been a- stretch . of 
meadow cvuvered with green clover and 
timothy. There was the hay. : Acres of. 
clover had been burned to a dark red. It 
was dry and brittle. It crunched under 
our feet as we walked. 

“That is our hay,’ said Mr. Hatch. “It 
is all we will have. There is not enough of 
it to feed the stock through the fall. When 
that is: gone there will be nothing for our 
horses and cattle to eat unless we cut up 
our corn for fodder. Even that will not 
carry most farmers through the winter. 

Mr. Hatch showed me some of h.s pear 
trees, which he said were the best in the 
orchard. The sun had cooked the leaves 
until they were that same dark red which 
is found every where in this drouth-stricken

country. 

“Where is the fruit?’’ I asked.

Root rot is the most destructive result 


of the drouth. Many. trees.in this orchard 
have fallen over because there has not 
been enough moisture in the ground to 
preserve their roots. 

In an hour’s walk through the apple or- 
chard we did not see an apple more than 
an inch in diameter. When they. become 
larger than that the sunbaked stems will 
support them no longer. They: fall to the 
ground and are food for hogs ——

Of all the living things on the drouth 
stricken, farms of Missouri only the hogs 
are thriving. 

The orchardists. especially are treating 
their hogs with extreme consideration. 
They are relied on to prevent a worse 
failure next season than the one which 
is now imminent. 

“We couldn't get along without these 
hogs this year,” said Mr. Hatch as we 
stood watching the greedy animals gorging 
themselves under trees. “These apples 
which fall early are full of disease germs. 
During fhe hot weather they rot very 
rapidly and the disease develops during 
the process. But for the hogs the germs 
would crawl into the ground and winter 
there. Next spring they wouid attack the 
trees and make the crop a failure. The 
hogs eat the fallen. fruit before it reaches 
the germ propagating stage.” 

I had’ spoken’ to Mr. Hatch about the 
wonderful growth of vegetation on the 
river side of the big ridge. 

“Let me show you the land side,” he 
sald. 

We climbed to the top of one of the or- 
chard hills. Across the valley lay” the 
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slope of the hill accounted the most fer- 
tile portion of the Wilkinson orchard. 
Water running down from the hilltop 
months ago had worn deep gullies and ra- 
vines. In these grew rank and worthless 
vegetation of the same rich shade orf 
green I had seen on the other side. Be- 
tween the ravines and rounded off by the 
natural drainage were stretches of barren 
land. 

“Wry did you put gravel on it?’’ I asked. 

Mr. Hatch didn’t laugh: it was a ser- 
fous matter. He looked across the valley 
and said rather regretfully: ‘“‘That is our 
crop of cowpeas.”’ 

“I do not any cowpeas," I said. 

‘No,’ replied Mr. Hatch, “there is nothing 
there bnt sunbaked clay. We farmers got 
together and planted peas on that hill be- 
cause we thought they would save us some 
of our Joss on corn and provide food for 
our stock, We believed the statements | we 
had read that they grow in any kind: of 
weather. Not a sprig has appeared above 
ground.”’ 

This vast stretch of hillside with its deep 
red desert stretches and its oases of worth- 
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less weeds was one of the most striking 
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things I saw In the drouth-stricken section 
of east central Missouri. It marked the 
passing of the farmer's last ‘hope. 

In this year of drouth and blight all nat- 
ural processes have been reversed At 
least on the 300 acres wich I inspected 
the grass Is red instead of green, the leaves 
of many fruit trees are white instead of 
green. The things which flourish are 
those things which are of least to man. 

Justice Wilkinson and Mr. Hatch agree 
that rain can be of Httle benefit to the 
growing frult. They belleve there cannot 
more than one-fourth of a crop of ap- 
ples, one-third of a cro f peaches and 
that there enough to 
justify marketing 

Their estimate at beginning of the 
season was that the apple crop would bring 
$5000, the peach crop $3500 and the pear crop 
39°. 

The drouth wiil cause a loss $4750 on ap- 
pies, $2334 on peaches anc $80 on pears. 

All work has been suspended in the or- 
chard. In good seasons 15 men are em- 
ployed for four months at an average sal- 
ary of $1.50 a day. The losa to labor will be 
$2700, . , sh ' 
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The farm on wremson’s fstand, !m Jack- 
son County, Ill, across the river from the 
orchard, is a magnificent stretch of bottom 
land comprising 2100 acres of which 1600 
acres is in cultivation. Six hundred acres 
of wheat has already been harvested. There 
are 600 acres of burned corn in the fields 
and 400 acres planted in potatoes d cow- 
peas. This farm is the sole property of 
Judge Wilkinson. It is worked by 10 men 
under the supervision of John Stephenson, 

Ordinarily the working force on the farm 
at this season is 10 men. Today there is 
employment for only 16, and these men will 
be out of employment as soon as the wheat 
shall have been threshed. 

W. W. Herring, who escorted me over the 
farm, assured me that there was not a good 
ear of corn on the island. 

“It is not sO much the steady heat of the 
sun, but the hot winds which are burning 
up the crop,” he said. “These winds have 
been blowing over the island at intervals of 
about two hours for a month.” 

Though there was not a cloud in the sk; 
it was cOmparativély cool when we started 
on our drive. Out in the open fleld where 
the threshers were at work we. had to hold 
our hats to prevent them from being blown 
away. 

Sudderily the breeze died away. 

“It ls coming.” paid Mr. Herring. 

We drove to the edge of a cornfield and 
waited. The air became stifiing. 

As the hot breeze passed ove 
the broad, green leaves on the 
strangely transformed. Slowly t! 
at the edges. At the end of hal 
the leaves were no longer broad 
They were tightly rolled and ths

A’ coffee field is.set out unlike any plant 
we have here in, this temperate zone. The 
coffee lands.are originally in virgin forest. 
Workmen are .sént’ into the forest to pre- 
pare for the coffee setting. They do this 
by clearing up:the undergrowth and piling 
it in rows. Between these rows the little 
coffee trees are’ set out—not in an.open field, 
as we plant, but in the forest. This prepa- 
ration of the land:costs more than the vir- 
gin land itself,’ for. it is slow,.work to clear 
up one to two hundred acres of tropical 
forest sufficiently. to plant it in coffee.

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PUBLIC BATHS 


E PEOPLE EXIST 
LL LARGE CITIES. | 
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Only St, Louis Is Lacking in This Provision for the 
Comfort of a Large Portion of the Population Which 
Would Appreciate the Means to Cleanliness.

PUBLIC bath house is a public ne- 
A cessity from the fact that in no 
other way can many of the people 
in our cities obtain the cleanliness of body 
that is conducive to health. It is just as 
much the duty of the city to provide for 
the use of its citizens in the way of baths 
and swimming pools, that which will im- 
prove or conserve their bodily well-being, 
as it is to provide for such other things 
as a House of.Refuge, vaccination or fumi- 
gation. A public bath house is needed as 
much as a public dispensary or hospital. 

All intelligent people will agree with phy- 
siclans that public baths would be of great 
benefit to the health of a community and 
that there ought to be such baths scattered 
throughout the crowded portions of the 
so that even the mother handicappod 
by a babe in arms and children clinging to 
her skirts may have the beneiit of them 
Had our city safe swimming pools along 
the banks of the river, scores of boys’ lives 
would be saved annually. Wherever public 
baths ind swimming pools have been in- 
troduced three results have been obtained, 
namely, health benefited, lives savea, crime 
reduced among the boys. 

Kither the municipality or its philan- 
thropic citizens must provide the organiza- 
tion and the means. It was due to the 
philanthropic citizens of Philadelphia that 
the first public baths and wash house was 
opened in that city in April, 1898. Situated 


at the corner of Gaskill and Leithgow 
streets, it is in the midst of the very people 
who need !t. The actual cost of the build- 
ings, grounds and equipment was $29,903.70. 
The amounts contrib#ted ranged from 
$1 to $200, 

The building is of brick, with all mod- 
ern conveniences And appliances. There is 
the office, the women’s waiting room, the 
men’s waiting room, the women’s baths, 
the men’s baths and the washhouse, It 
has been found that the shower bath is 
preferable to tubs, so there are provided 
12 of the former to one of the latter. Over 
1000 bathers can be acocmmodated daily. 

The charge for a bath Is 6 cents, every- 
thing furnished. Posters, 22 by 27 inches, 
printed in colors, are placed in the win- 
dows of stores tn the community. Thous- 
ands of smaller ones are distributed on the 
streets. During 1899 the bathers were: 
Men and boys, 27,508; women and, girls, 
4588: children (free), 2634. Total, 34,680. The 
greatest number of bathers in one day was 
740. During 1900 the total number of bath- 
ers was 48,912. An increase of over 41 per 
cent. The receipts for the last year showed 
an increase of 43 per cent over last year 
preceding. During the present year the re- 
ceipts will likely equal the expenditures, 
and the organization will be ready to enter 
upon the construction of a second building 
in another needy part of the city. 

This room is equipped with power wring- 
ers and washers, tubs, dryers, irons and 
stove for heating same, ironing boards and 
tables, soap, hot and cold water. All of 
these are furnished for 5 cents an hour. In 
one hour with these conveniences a woman 


can do the washing for a family of six 
persons. Providing she pays street car 
fare, her waShing will cost 15 cents. This 
is less than’ fuel, etc., would cost her at 
home. Then all the unpleasantness of 
“wash day” is removed from her own 
cramped living room or rooms. During 
1899 the total number of persons using 
the wash house was 1487. During 1900, 1926, 
showing a gratifying increase. 

The superintendent says: ‘“‘As the char- 
acter of the. baths becomes better known 
it is interesting to note that, while the 
majority of the patrons have always been 
well behaved and desirable, a greater pro- 
portion of those who are somewhat discrim- 
inate in their tastes and manners are now 
to be found among the patrons than former- 
ly. A typleal remark made by this class 
is, ‘Why, I did not know you had this kind 
of a place here; I'll come often.’ The baths 
have become popular with the people of all 
conditions, ranging from the class above 
named down to the man who, when he re- 
ceived his towel and soap at the office 
window, wanted to know if we had a fu- 
migating room. The example of good na- 
ture and good manners set by the better 
class of patrons has had a wholesome influ- 
ence in promoting good order and im- 
proving the character of the patronage in 
general. The success of the washbhouse, 
which was doubted by many at first, is 
now thoroughly established. It is used by 
both men and women. Two days a weck 
are: set aside for men and their patronage 
is now s0 well established that an account 


will be kept hereafter not only of the num- 
ber of washefs, but also of each class, both 


men and women.”’

I can also decide 
in a short time any bets or discussions be- 


tween two persons as to which is. the 
sharper, the brighter or the more accurate. 

I can tell what scholar is the brightest, 
what pupil is the earnest plodder, what one 
is quick but unreliable. In short, the psy- 
chergograph will test the power of the indi- 
vidual and compare the capacity of many 
persons to do certain kinds of work speci- 
fied, to associate ideas, to develop mental 
working power with age and to perform 
many other mental acts and services. 

The instrument is the only one of its 
kind. It is the fruit of three years’ study in 
the psychological laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Iowa. My attention was drawn 
some time ago to the need of some instru- 
ment to measure scientifically the amount, 
duration and quality of mental action un- 
der given conditions. 

The machine may hence be said to be pri- 
mharily a. psychological instrument, as it 
was invented by me for use in the class- 
room and laboratory rather than for any of 
the other uses that have developed beyond 
my first expectations. 

The present model is the fourth which I 
have made, and I shall probably make an- 
other model as soon as I have time, con- 
taining a few improvements. 

I have been much interested in the stud- 
fes which I have made on school children 
with the instrument. With some grammar 
school pupils who were well known to a 
teacher who had been with them for overa 
year, but who are unknown to me, my first 
experiment was held. The dullest pupil in 
the room was sent first to the machine. 

I thought, of course, that the teacher 
would first send one of her brightest 
charges, and was disappointed when I 
loéked at the tape to find that the subject 
was slow, inaccurate and irregular in al- 
most every particular. The teacher laughed 
when I told her what the subject was 
good for. 

We found that my experiments gave the 
characteristics of a child much better than 
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Ingenious Device Determines the

the teacher was able to describe them off- 
hand. 

One or two surprises were noted, but the 
teacher told me subsequently that the pu- 
pils seemed to be justifying my estimate of 
them. 

I have tried the psychergograph on the 
pupils of the Iowa City schools, the Des 
Moines schools and several others, includ- 
ing experiments with students of the uni- 
versity. 

The instrument is called the .psycher- 
gograph because it produces graphic ret- 
ords of mental work. Suppose you wish to 
determine the relative capacity of two in- 
dividuals for doing certain kinds of mental 
work or you wish to determine the devel- 
opment of mental working power with uge, 
or you desire to gauge your “brightness” 
under certain conditions. 

In all such cases there is need of an in- 
strument by which to measure the amount, 
the duration, the quality and other charac- 
teristics of the specified mental work under 
given conditions. The psychergograph has 
been invented for this purpose. 

The apparatus consists of two parts. One 
looks like a plain typewriter, the other re- 
sembles the graphic recording apparatus on 
a telegraph instrument. Suppose we wish 
to measure the power of active attention to 
voluntary action in a given act. 

The person to be studied seats himself in 
front of the instrument, just as in type- 
writing. Four fingers are placed upon as 
many keys, each key being labeled with a 
word, a picture, a color or one of many 
Other designs. The combinations to ve 
worked out with the psychergograph are 
endless, and I have just begun to perfect 
many of them. 

‘“‘We will suppose that the keys are la- 
beled with colors, red, white and blue re- 
spectively. One of these colors will be seen 
in a slot just in front of the two middle 
keys as the operator sits down to write. 
The person about to be studied gets quite 
ready for the test and presses the key cor- 
responding to the color seen in the front. 
The color at once presses the key cor- 
responding to the color then seen. This is 
continued as long as the person desires. As 
the response to touching the keys is elec- 
trical, the person studied gets no rest from 
the time he begins. He must pay unbroken 
attention to the change of the signal and 
be in constant action. 

The recording part of the apparatus is 
connected mes with the _keys. It is 
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MECHANICALLY 


placed facing or at right angles to the writ- 
ing part, so that the person studied cannot 
see the tape as it comes out and be dls- 
turbed thereby. 

A continuous tape of paper issued from 
the machine by clockwork keeps the record 
of the experiments. The amount of work 
done, the time required, the number and 
nature of the errors and every fluctuation 
in the action of the operator are shown on 
this tape. There are five fingers, each hold- 
ing a graphite point. 

The first finger is connected with a clock 
movement inside the machine and makes a 
jog in the paper mark every quarter of a 
second. The other four fingers correspond 
with the four keys of the typewriting part. 
Every time the student lags, makes an un- 
duly quick movement, makes a mistake or 
does anything at all with the instrument, 
the tape will record it. The mistakes are 
counted up by comparing the tape with a 
perfect tape run through slowly, so as to 
have it correct. 

I have had considerable trouble in getting 
the older students, such as those attending 
the university, to Le experimented upon. 
They are afraid the machine will find out 
the inmost thoughts that they wish to keep 
hidden. 

One of the girls whom I wished to exper!i- 
ment with was very particular to inquire 
just how much that she knew the machine 
would take from her and how much it 
would leave her. 

She admitted that she was afraid it 
would find out something that she wanted 
to keep secret, and made me promise faith- 
fully that.I would not tell a certain gir! 
and a certaii young man anything that she 
told ‘by experimenting with the machine. 

I promised faithfully, and have not had 
occasion. to break my word. I really could 
not have done so if I had desired,as thema- 
chine is simply a recorder of mental work 
done, and not a mind reader; merely a 
faithful servant that records qualities of 
mind action, and not what is on the mind. 

I have been bothered somewhat of late 
by persons asking s0 many questions about 
my machine. I do not claim for it the 
power of determining everything about the 
qualities of the mind at once, but only one 
quality at a time. 

The powers of attention, discrimination, 
perception, sensation and voluntary action 
can be correctly determined by it. The psy- 
chergograph gives valuable results in an- 
thropological studies where the mental 
powers of one people are to be compared 
with others. 

It is invaluable in the study of qhildren 


with a view to superintending their’ educa- | 


tion. I am in hope of settling by it the 1n- 
portant and much agitated question of the 
superiority of man or woman in the realms 
of mind. 
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“& HOW TO PREPARE A PICNIC LUNCH e 


N PREPARING a picnic lunch, care 
] must be taken to select articles of food 
which will bear packing and transporta- 
tion, articles which will emerge from boxes 
end baskets as fresh as when packed. 

A touch of interest is added to an out-of- 
door meal if something can be cooked over 
an open fire. It is very easy to carry a 
bundle of kindlings, a coffeepot or kettle, 
@ saucepan and even a chafing dish. 

Cold bottled coffee stands no comparison 


with the clear, hot nectar. 


Corn on the cob can be quickly cooked 
in boiling water, or, wrapped in one layer 
of husk, it can be roasted among hot coals. 
A touch of butter, pepper and salt makes it 
delicious. 

Sweet and white potatoes can be boiled or 
roasted, taking more time than corn. Eggs 
can be scrambled in a saucepan or chafing 
dish. Hash can be cooked quickly. 

Chicken can be heated up in cream sauce, 
which must be prepared at home and placed 
in a fruit jar. 

Any of the chafing-dish recipes, which re- 
quire a seasoned sauce and little cooking, 
lend- themselves to picnic purposes, such as 
lobster, shrimps and sweetbreads. 

Deviled eggs make an attractive dish for 
@ picnic and are prepared as follows: Re- 
move the shells from cold hard boiled egg 
Cut them in halves, being carefy) 
break the white cups. Mash the yolks in 
@ bowl, add one or two teaspoonfuls of soft 


butter, a econ of onion juice, a little salt, 


of finely 
tongue. 

Add enough mayonnaise dressing to soften 
and season. Roll this mixture into balls 
and place one in each white cup. 

Stick a sprig of parsley in each and pack 
in a tin box lined with lettuce leaves. Or 
roll each egg in oiled paper and pack in a 
paper or tin box, 

Scotch eggs are more troublesome to pre- 
pare, but will be relished by the picnickers. 
Shell hard boiled eggs and cover them with 
a paste made of one-third cupful of stale 
bread crumbs, cooked soft in one-third 
cupful of milk; then mix with one cupful 
of lean boiled ham minced fine and sea- 
soned with cayenne, one-half teaspoonful 
of mixed mustard and one raw egg beaten. 

Roll the coated eggs lightly in sifted 
crumbs and fry in hot fat. Drain on 
brown paper and wrap in paraffine paper. 

When needed for lunch, cut each egg in 
two lengthwise and arrange on a bed of 
lettuce leaves. The lettuce should be care- 
fully washed and packed lightly in a wet 
towel to preserve its crispness. 

Almost any kind of salad adds zest to the 
lunch. The prepared lobster, meat or vege- 
tables should be placed in a glass or eart 
en jar and covered closely, and the mayon 
naise or boiled dressing carried in a cov- 


chopped ham, chicken, veal or 


not q \ered glass. 


Tomato or beet\cups filled with potato or 
cRbbage salad cab be packed in a lettuce- 
liged tin box anai will keep crisp a long 
tir pe. 


In watermelon season a novelty is added 
to the feast (provided transportation ts 
easy) by cutting the melon in two and re- 
moving the pulp with a spoon. Pack this 
in an ice cream freezer or pail surrounded 
with ice and salt and covered with a news- 


paper. 


Cut a slice from the bottoms of one-half | 


the melon shell, line it with crisp lettuce 
leaves and fill the center with potato salad, 
spreading paraffine paper over the top and 
packing securely in a close basket.

Pickles and olives are indispensable and 
should be carried in bottles to prevent their 
flavor from being absorbed by their neigh- 
bors in “the lunch basket. 

Where a few pickles are needed a small 
baking powder, tin or spice box will hold 
them, wrapped in the ever-present par- 
affine paper. Saratoga potatoes are easily 
carried and give variety: Fruit and jelly 
never go amiss and make a good dessert.

Four ounces of walnut skins beaten to @ 
pulp, to which is added pure alcohol, 16 
ounces, 

Let stand eight days and strain. 
apply as any other dye. 

Alcohol will not make the stain perma- 
nent. It requires what is known as a mor- 
dant. This mordant 1s the first solution 
used in the ordinary hair dyes. 

I never advise readers to make their own 
hair dyes. I have never seen yet a home- 
made dve that Icould not tell at any dis- 
tance off, and I do not think there is any 
economy in the operation either.

Simple Remedy for Freckles. 

NELLIE A.—If you have never had 
freckles before I should try very simple 
remedies, such as cucumber milk, for which 
I give you a formula:

TO MAKE THE ESSENCE.—Take two 
ounces of cucumber juice and add one 
ounce of pure alcohol. You can obtain the 
juice of the cucumber as follows: Select 
green cucumbers just ripe enough to use 
for slicing. Do not peel them. Cut the cu- 
cumbers in small pieces and put them into 
the inner receptacle of a custard boiler. 
Let them simmer as you would anything 
you wanted to cook in that way for two or 
three hours until the cucumbers have be- 
come soft and pulpy, then strain, and the 
result will be fresh cucumber juice. 


Wants a Good Tooth Powder. 
Here is a formula for aureca nut powder: 


Aureca nut charcoal 
Cuttlefish bone 


5 ounces 
2 ounces 
1 ounce 

Mix and strain through a fine sieve and 
then add one-half dram each of oll of 
cloves and cinnamon. 

Use twice a day until the teeth are white 
and then once a day. 


Takes Cold From Shampoo. 

G. D.—If you head is properly sham- 
pooed you should not take cold any more 
than from washing your face. 

It is perfectly absurd to suppose that 
water was intended for every part of the 
body excepting the head. 

Use the shampoo for which I give you the 
formula and have your head thoroughly 
rubbed, and briskly, for ten minutes after 
the shampoo has been rinsed off and until 
the hair is. not only dry but until the 


\ 


scalp all over the head is reddened by the 
friction. 

If you could take scalp massage it would 
be the best plan; but if you cannot do this 
get the barber who gives you the shampoo 
to give your scalp a brisk treatment. 

You can give yourself massage by press- 
ing the fingers into the skin of the scalp 
and making a sort of round or rotary 
movement all over the head. Of course it 
is much better to have it done by some one 
who thoroughly understands the process. 

Try the following shampoo: Yolk of one 
egg, one pint of hot rain water, one ounce 
of spirit“of rosemary; beat the mixture up 
thoroughly and use it warm, rubbing it 
well into the skin of the head. Rinse thor- 
oughly in several waters. 

This wash is good for dandruff where the 
ordinary shampoo fails. 


To Make the Eyelashes Grow. 
MRS. V.—Try this formula: 


Lavender vinegar 
Glycerine 
Fluid

Has Lost the Formulas. 

Mrs. E. A. S.—I give you a formula 
cold cream. 

Take of sweet almond ofl 4 ounces, sper- 
maceti, 1 ounce, and white wax, 1 ounce. 
Put the three ingredients in the inner re- 
ceptacle of a custard boiler. Warm by a 
gentle heat until the three ingredients are 
melted. Add 2 ounces of lanoline. Remove 
from the stove and turn into an earthen 
bowl. Add very slowly 4 ounces of. rose- 
water and 1 tablespoonfu] of tincture of 
benzoin. The mixture must be. stirred 
steadily, or beaten if preferred. An egg- 
beater excellent for the purpose and 
the rosewater and benzoin are added drop 
by drop or, at least, very, very slowly. 

The cream must be tightly and 
kept in small open-mouthed fars, each with 
a separate cover. 

The following is the best liquid whitener 
I know of: One quart water (previously 
boiled and strained); alcoho!, 39 
oxide of zinc, 1 ounce; bichloride 
cury, 8 grains; glycerine, 20 drops. Take 
4 ounces of the water and heat it to boil-

first be shampooed and thoroughly dried.

I think it is always a mistake to begin 
the use of peroxide, but it will certainly 
lighten the hair.

Prickly Heat. 

MARGARET.—Try bathing your chest 
and throat in a very weak solution of 
carbolic acid. A few drops to a pint 
of water. This will allay the irritation. You 
might also take a laxative drink of the 
old- fashioned cream of tartar water with 
a little lemon juice added, made as though 
it were lemonade. It is excellent. You ca 
drink as much as you choose of this mix- 
ture without harm. 


Failure With Home-Made Dye. 
MRS. G.—I am not. surprised at 
results of the home-made hair dye. 
I have begged my readers not to 
attempt to make home-made hair stains, 
but there seems to be a peculiar fascination 
in this direction. I am sorry you have suc- 
cumbed ‘to it. There is nothing to do but 
to let the unfortunate results of your ama- 
teur efforts fade away, as they certainly 
will in time. 

Do not make matters worse by using per- 
oxide.. There is no telling what effect it 
would have—it certainly would not improve 
the hair. 


Formula for Face Bleach. 

B. F. M.--Bichloride of mercury in coarse 
powder, 10 grains; distilled water, 1 pint. 
Azitate the two together untjl a complete 
solution obtained Then add one-half 
ounce of glycerine. Apply with a small 
sponge as often as agreeable. This is not 
strong to blister and skin the faco 
in average It may be increased or 
reduced in strength by adding or taking 
from the amount of bichloride of mercury. 
Do not forget that this last ingredient 1s 
a powerful poison and should be Kept out 
of the reach of children and ignorant 
persons.

ADELAIDE.—A lotfon of benzion and 
rose water is pleasant and will make the 
skin a little white. I do not 
think, however, it will prove a miraculous 
lotion as you apparently suppose. 

Make it as follows: Eight ounces of 
rosewater to two drams of benzion. Add 
the benzion drop by drop and stir con- 
stantly.

The mercury lotion has been given many 
times in these columns and a potash lotion 
Il give you now: 

Chlorate of potash, one-ha 
tilled water, one-half pint; rose water, four 
ounces; glycerine, one ounce. Dissolve and 
use night and morning as a cosmetic wash. 


The Effect of Peroxide. 

A. S. K.—Peroxide will not turn gray hair 
black. It will have no effect upon gray halr. 
It will turn any other hair eventually a tow 
color. Its first effect upon black hair is-to 
turn it a sort of reddish tint and the gray 
hair remains white. You do not require 
peroxide. 


Remedy for Falling Hair. 

CONSTANT READER.—You need mas- 
sage for your scalp. If you cannot get a 
course of massage, rub the tonic for which

for ai least ten minutes by the clock every 
night.
